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DETAILED ACTION 



This is in response to a letter for patent filed on August 2 nd 2000. Claims 149-154 are pending in 

the letter. 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 149-154 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipate by Cohen et al (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,389,462). 

3. As per claims 149-154, Cohen et al teach an inventive method/system for distributing 
content using proxy comprising providing a process and web server process associated the host 
server, intercepting a request from a client intended for a web server, providing the intercepted 
request to the web server, receiving form the web server a web page in response to the request, 
merging with the web page content based on information in the web page reflecting a vacancy 
and transmitting the web page with the merged content to the client {see abstract, figs 1-4, 
column 2 lines 26-65, 5 lines 32-6 line 4, 6 lines 47-67, 7 line 49-9 line 18).
